are held t0 a standard of care

dence of druggists." 


For that reason, the pharma- 


cist who is careless in filling a 
prescription is usually respon- 
sible 
for 
the 
consequences. 


There have been damage ver- 
dicts not only for wrong in- 
gredients but also for incorrect 
proportions and for misleading 
directions. 


On the other hand, even when 


a druggist does make a mis- 
take, he is not liable if there is 
no casual connection 
between 


his mistake and the ultimate 
injury. Take this case: 
. A druggist sold a customer a 
p o werful 
purgative, 
without 


properly 
labelling the bottle. 


The customer, well aware of 
what h e had bought, mis- 
chievousyl slipped some into a 
friend's 
coffee. 


MUST SHOW REGARD 


For the unhappy consequences 


to the friend, the druggist was 
held 
blameless. 
T h e 
court 


pointed out that his faulty label 
had no connection with what 
happened, because the prank- 
ster would have done the same 
thing even if the label had been 
right. 


F u rthcrmore, 
a 
customer 


must show a reasonable regard 
for his own safety. In another 
"wrong 
medicine" case, the 


customer made his purchase 
from a young, inexperienced 
clerk while the regular phar- 
macist was out of the store. 


Here the clerk, after bringing 


out a bottle, confessed that he 
didn't know what he was sell- 
ing. Nevertheless the customer 
insisted the medicine must be 
what he wanted because it 
"smelled right." 


A court ruled afterward that 


the customer himself was guilty 
of negligence, for buying medi- 
cine by using his nose instead of 
by using his head.

'ever. Sane, sensible reasons for 
the removal of the tonsils can 
be presented to the patient 
without introducing the terrify- 
ing suggestion that rheumatic 
fever "may" occur if they are 
not taken out. 


Since there is some relation- 


ship, all foci of infection should 
be . removed. This rule is a 
healthy one whenever chronic 
infection persists. Rheumatic 
fever happens to be a specific 
disease 
that involves 
many 


distant organs of the body. The 
joints, the heart and the lungs 
can be affected as a complica- 
tion of rheumatic fever. 


The operation, tonsillectomy, 


is so safe that if a streptococcus 
infection is present the ad- 
vantages of having the tonsils 
removed are great, and obviate 
the possible secondary illnesses.

is transmitted. 


It is recognized readily by the 


skin specialist because of the 
presence of little growths on the 
skin from which can be extract- 
ed a semi-fluid, fatty material.

leaves scarring of the skin of 
the face. The tiny 'tumors are 
readily removed and the condi- 
tion must be pursued vigorously 
while the hygiene is improved.

of the Aug. 6 primary. 


Six justices of the Supreme 


Court held the Legislature was 
within its constitutional limits 
when it passed a law providing 
that township officers elected 
for two-year terms in 1966 could 
continue in office until Novem- 
ber 1970. 


Had the high court upheld the 


May ruling of Oakland County 
Circuit Judge William J. Beer, 
who declared 
the 
law 
was 


unconstitutional, it likely would 
have 
forced 
county election 


officials to reprint their ballots 
for the primary—now less than 
three weeks 
away—or could 


have forced postponement of the 
primary. 


"I don't even want to con- 


template what it would have 
meant if the Supreme Court had 
ruled the other way," one state 
elections division official said 
this morning. 


For a time after Judge Beer's 


juling, township officers across 
the state were being advised to 
be ready to file petitions to run 
for office this year.

a speedy appeal to its jurisdict-
